Station could be on track to 
move nearer River Thames

Moving Kingston station closer to 
the River Thames is among the ideas 
being mooted in yet more plans for 
future redevelopment of the town 
centre. 

The borough is on track to become 
an “opportunity area” for develop¬ 
ment, potentially including thou¬ 
sands of new homes and jobs. 

There are already more than 30 in 
the capital, designated by Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson. 

Council leader Kevin Davis said: 
“One of the options is to move the 
station further down towards Hamp¬ 
ton Wick. 

“Not a massive difference, but to 
have a completely different inter¬ 
change there. 

“This is partly the reason Boris is 
really keen to get involved. 

“One of the issues we face is that 
the whole transport network, espe¬ 
cially roads, is predicated on some¬ 
thing that was designed 
30 or 40 years ago.” 

Two-way traffic could 
run behind the station in mMEi 
a significantly reworked 
road system, including a 
right turn from Richmond 
Road, Coun Davis added. 

The future appearance 
of Tolworth Broadway is 
also up for debate, he said. 


Opposition leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “I am quite happy to 
have discussions about how we im¬ 
prove the flow of traffic and make 
the public realm a better place in 
Kingston town centre.” 

The immediate welcome to the 
town upon stepping out of the sta¬ 
tion could be better, she said. 

She added: “You find yourself con¬ 
fronted by three lanes of traffic mov¬ 
ing at some speed. 

“If you don’t know where you’re 
going it’s quite hard.” 

Sir Edward Lister, deputy mayor 
for planning, said: “The mayor is 
keen to explore with Kingston Coun¬ 
cil the potential of creating an op¬ 
portunity area in the borough that 
would deliver thousands of new 
homes and jobs and improve public 
transport accessibility. 

“The Mayor views opportunity 
areas as integral to addressing Lon¬ 
don’s unprecedented population 
boom.”

A massive overhaul of 
Kingston town centre has 
been revealed in plans that 
will guide companies hoping 
to snap up lucrative chunks 
of the area. 

Redevelopment of Eden 
Quarter could see up to 1,200 
new homes and a new flag¬ 
ship department store 
around a largely pedestri¬ 
anised Eden Street, plus a 
public square. 

A new report also suggests 
creating 50,000sq m of new 
retail floor space and a one¬ 
way bus system to reduce 
congestion. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said new homes 
would “humanise” the area. 

He said: “It’s about enhanc¬ 
ing the town and making 
what’s become a pretty shab¬ 
by part of town something we 
can be proud of. 

“It will change the culture 
and make a big impact on the 
way people see Kingston. 

“If we, the residents of 
Kingston, dominate the town 


rather than the nightclubs, I 
think we would find the place 
would be more peaceful.” 

Deputy opposition leader 
Stephen Brister said: “We 
want to see the town centre 
redeveloped. There are parts 
really in need of it. 

“I have no problem with 
being ambitious about mak¬ 
ing it more accessible. 

“The devil is always, with 
planning, in the detail.” 

The 102-page draft docu¬ 
ment, by strategists GVA and 
Morrison Urban Practition¬ 
ers, was commissioned in 
June to guide the council’s 
negotiations with developers. 

Over the past year, a num¬ 
ber of companies have dis¬ 
cussed “major regeneration 
proposals” with officers, and 
the authority hopes to avoid 
piecemeal development. 

Officers claim Kingston 
should expand its appeal be¬ 
yond shopping, and admit if 
nothing is done it would “fall 
back in what is a very com¬ 
petitive market in the econo¬ 
my of London and the south 
east”. 

But in a speech at the 
Kingston Futures business 
conference in June, where 


would-be investors were 
shown potential areas for re¬ 
development, Coun Davis 
urged companies not to “act 
like Vikings” and divvy up 
the town solely for profit. 

The report to councillors, 
due to be debated tonight, 
said: “To remain competitive, 
the town centre has to accom¬ 
modate development and en¬ 
hance its overall offer.” 

Jennifer Butterworth, 
chairwoman of the Kingston 
Society, said: “We’re glad 
they’re thinking about the 


quarter as a whole. As a non¬ 
driver, I am quite pleased at 
all the buses going through 
Eden Street, but I accept 
that’s bad for pollution and 
it’s an accident blackspot, 
and therefore this is an 
improvement.” 

The Cattle Market car park 
could also be cleared for de¬ 
velopment, separately to the 
Eden Quarter plans, with 
Kingston Council reportedly 
willing to consider a new 
building, which could include 
a hotel, offices and homes. 


Pedestrianisation could ex¬ 
tend from St James’ Road, in 
the west, to Old London Road, 
in the north-east, which plan¬ 
ners admit is currently 
“cut off” from shoppers on 
foot. 

There are also plans for re¬ 
vamping Eden Walk, and the 
creation of a new Eden 
Square, with benches and 
trees near Maplins and the 
Hippodrome. 

Councillors will discuss the 
report at a meeting tonight at 
7.30pm at the Guildhall.

Councillor Netley, who 
is a governor at St Luke’s 
Primary School, said: “I 
feel delighted. 


“In a byelection, you 
can’t ever be sure what is 
going to happen. 

“I am looking forward 
to getting to know the 
ward and everyone who 
lives in the ward.” 

The turnout was 37.47 
per cent, from an elec¬ 
torate of 6,913 - with only 
one ballot paper rejected. 

The byelection was held 
after former Tory Coun¬ 
cillor Frank Thompson 
stepped down due to 
health reasons last 
month. 

Kingston Council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis said: 
“Frank was quite a hard 
act to follow but I think 
we have got a really great 
person. 

“She is going to be 
excellent.

Coun Netley will join 
fellow Tory councillors 
David Cunningham and 
Hugh Scantlebury as a 
Tudor representative. 

Robin Meltzer, Lib Dem 
parliamentary candidate 
for Richmond Park and 
north Kingston, said: 
“Marilyn Mason was an 
extraordinary candidate 
and pushed up the Lib 
Dem vote significantly.

SMA coverage 
‘disappointing’

Baroness Campbell of Surbiton has said 
she and others have been disappointed 
by the portrayal of spinal muscular atro¬ 
phy (SMA) in media coverage of the case 
of Tania Clarence - who admitted the 
manslaughter of her three disabled chil¬ 
dren at their home in April. 

Lady Campbell, who has the condition, 
said: “There has been a lot of email, 
Twitter and Facebook traffic from peo¬ 
ple with SMA saying how desperately 
angry and upset they have been. What 
bothered me was the kind of misguided 
view that was being put out there about 
the lives of people with SMA. 

“They were talking about suffering 
desperately, almost unbearably, and that 
our lives were in some way not worth liv¬ 
ing. That, I can tell you, does not feel 
good. 

“What I worry about in terms of this 
particular case is that the simplification 
of the circumstances surrounding it 
is causing people with SMA a lot of 
damage. 

“It also doesn’t help parents or chil¬ 
dren with SMA because it almost con¬ 
dones the fact that our [condition] is an 
absolute burden. I have no view of the 
actions of the woman because I don’t 
know her personal circumstances. 

“I just wish she had got some help a lot 
earlier.”

Two telephone companies 
have continued their fight to 
provide north Kingston with 
better mobile phone coverage 
- by proposing another 12.5m 
telephone mast after a previ¬ 
ous one was rejected. 

Vodafone and 02 have writ¬ 
ten to Latchmere School 
about putting up a possible 
12.5m high monopole with six 
antennas and four radio 
equipment cabinets, at the 
junction of Tudor Drive and 
Park Road. 

The mast, that would be 
based outside 1st Kingston 


Hill scout hut, would help 
improve 2G coverage and pro¬ 
vide new 3G and 4G coverage 
in the area. 

But Latchmere Lane resi¬ 
dent Andree Frieze, who lives 
about 500m away, said: “The 
residents are insulted and an¬ 
noyed that the companies 
have done what they have 
done. It seems a bit cheeky. 

“It does come down to a case 
of ‘Not in my backyard’. 
These houses have been here 
since the 1930s, so I don’t 
think it is the right location 
for it. It is not in keeping with 
the character.” 

The companies previously 
applied to Kingston Council 
to put up a mast outside the 
former Richmond Park 


Tavern, at the junction of 
Acre Road and Kings Road. 

But officers rejected this at 
the beginning of the month, 
stating it would “result in an 
over-concentration of street 
furniture, resulting in a clut¬ 
tered appearance that would 
harm the character and ap¬ 
pearance of the area”. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “We do get 
ourselves into a situation 
where we are instinctively 
against these going up. 

“If they claim the signal has 
been bad in Kingston then I’m 
looking forward to a refund.” 

A joint statement released 
by the two phone companies 
said: “Base stations [phone 
masts] are low powered

devices that cover approxi¬ 
mately half a mile in radius. 

“Therefore, we have to put 
base stations close to our 
customers. 

“We have identified that we 
need to improve the coverage 
to our customers in Kingston 
and have proposed a new base 
station at the junction of 
Tudor Drive and Park Road. 

“Depending on the results 
of the ongoing consultation, 
we anticipate that we will 
submit an application for this 
proposed base station to the 
local planning authority in 
the next few weeks. 

“This base station is not a 
replacement for the proposed 
station at Kings Road that 
was recently refused.”

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High cost of funerals is 
forcing people into debt 


Kingston is one of the most expensive 
places in the country to die, according to a 
new survey. 

The borough made the top 10 list, as 
ranked by pensions company Royal Lon¬ 
don, with total funeral and burial costs av¬ 
eraging £5,724. 

Royal London consumer boss, Jerry 
Toher, said: “Our study shows people are 
struggling to pay and this is causing 
household debt. 

“It also highlights the range of coping 


strategies people employ - from using 
their own savings to meet the shortfall, 
to selling their possessions or taking 
on debt.” 

Tim Morris, from the Institute of Ceme¬ 
tery and Crematorium Management, said 
a lack of burial space and rising cemetery 
maintenance costs were key factors. 

He said: “The only sustainable option is 
for [the Government] to introduce legisla¬ 
tion that permits the re-use of old, aban¬ 
doned graves.”

Former staff of a defunct leisure 
company have escaped criminal 
charges after a Kingston Univer¬ 
sity student was crushed to death 
at a nightclub three years ago. 

Laurene-Danielle Jackson, 19, 
from Shepherd’s Bush, was fatal¬ 
ly injured as clubbers pushed to¬ 
wards exits at the Lava and Ignite 
club in Northampton at 3.30am 
on Wednesday, October 19,2011. 

The rush is believed to have 
been caused by an announce¬ 
ment coaches were about to leave 
and a fire alarm being set off. 

The second year psychology 
student, who had attended the 
Wickedest Wickedest club night, 
was taken to hospital, but died on 
November 6. Another clubber, 
Nabila Nanfuka, 22, from Neas- 
den, died on the day of the crush. 

This week the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service (CPS) confirmed 
there had not been “sufficient ev¬ 
idence” to prosecute employees 
of then manager Luminar 
Leisure, which also owned 
Kingston’s Oceana, for corporate 
manslaughter. 

Dan Jones, of the CPS special 
crime division, said: “After care¬ 
fully examining the evidence in

this case, including accounts 
from witnesses, in accordance 
with the Code for Crown Prose¬ 
cutors there is not a realistic 
prospect of conviction for any of 
the charges considered.” 

He added there was “insuffi¬ 
cient evidence” to prove the gen¬ 
eral manager could have 
foreseen the crush developing 
and the risk of death, or that the 
club had any previous issues of 
overcrowding or that the manag¬ 
er had deliberately disregarded 
people’s safety. 


The security manager was seen 
to be working under the general 
manager so no criminal charges 
were brought. 

Nine days after the incident, 
Milton Keynes-based Luminar 
Leisure went into administration 
and Lava and Ignite was closed 
after its licence was suspended. 

Several of the company’s clubs 
were taken over by the newly- 
formed Luminar Group, headed 
up by Alex Geffert, Joe Heanen 
and Peter Marks, a former Lumi¬ 
nar Leisure executive. The new 
company’s portfolio includes 
Pryzm in Clarence Street, 
Kingston, previously Oceana. 

A spokeswoman from the Lu¬ 
minar Group said: “The reported 
incident at Lava and Ignite dates 
back to 2011 and does not con¬ 
cern the present owners the Lu¬ 
minar Group. 

“The operators at the time, Lu¬ 
minar Leisure, went into admin¬ 
istration. As such, it would be 
inappropriate for us to comment 
on this case as it’s nothing to do 
with the Luminar Group and the 
venue is not and has never been 
part of the company’s estate.” 

The CPS was originally called 
upon to consider gross negli¬ 
gence manslaughter against the 
club’s general manager and head 
of security after concerns raised 
by Northamptonshire Police.

“That said, the volunteers at Ted- 
dington carry a pager and can be 
alerted at any time of the day or 
night, so for many of them there is no 
such thing as ‘off-duty’. 

“Tim’s quick thinking ensured a 
happy ending when it could quite eas¬ 
ily have been a different story.”

Kingston Council has been 
urged to join a campaign that 
would see 50 refugees fleeing 
war-torn Syria rehomed in 
the borough. 

Faith leaders met with 
council leader Kevin Davis 
on Saturday, October 11, and 
asked him to sign Kingston 
up to a new campaign in sup¬ 
port of refugees living in 
United Nations (UN) camps. 

The campaign, led by Citi¬ 
zens UK, hopes to persuade 
15 London boroughs to offer 
sanctuary to 50 Syrian 
people each year to double 


the number of refugees 
resettling in the UK from 750 
to 1,500. 

But although Coun Davis 
said he supported the idea, 
he was sceptical as to how it 
would work in reality. 

He said: “I was happy to 
think about how we could 
back this. 

“Could Kingston house 50 
people? Probably not be¬ 
cause we do not have the 
housing. 

“Would it be fair to put 
them in bed and breakfast? I 
am not sure. 

“But I am sure there is 
some way between us and 
the voluntary sector and 
other organisations 
that work in the 


borough to take a few more 
refugees.” 

The group, led by Rabbi 
Charley Baginsky, from 
Kingston Liberal Synagogue, 
built a temporary shelter in 
the middle of Kingston’s 
Clarence Street as a symbol¬ 
ic gesture for the campaign 
during the Jewish festival of 
Sukkot. 

Danny Rich, member of 
Citizens UK and chief execu¬ 
tive of Liberal Judaism, said: 
“This is not about an open 
door immigration policy. It is 
about helping some of the 
most vulnerable refugees 
and supporting them to 
safety.” 

The campaign 
comes 


off the back of UN calls to 
help resettle refugees and re¬ 
lieve the pressures on neigh¬ 
bouring countries already 
supporting more than 2m 
displaced people. 

Councillor Liz Green, lead¬ 
er of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, said: “I support 
helping Syrian refugees - 
that goes without saying. 

“But I am interested in how 
it would work. 

“We do not have large num¬ 
bers of empty properties like 
some other London bor¬ 
oughs do.” 

Each borough that signs up 
to the campaign will receive 
support from a UN refugee 
resettlement scheme funded 
by the European Union.

The number of jobseekers in 
the borough is near its lowest 
in five years, new figures have 
showed. 

There were 1,373 people 
claiming jobseeker’s al¬ 
lowance (JSA) last month, 
compared with 2,430 in Au¬ 
gust 2009 - in the midst of the 
recession. 

The figure had shifted little 
in the intervening years until 
it dropped well below 2,000 in 
mid-2013. 

Kingston JobCentre Plus 
manager Sandy Fenwick said: 
“The support we have got in 
place is working, in particular 
for young people. 

“We are working really 
closely with employers for 
things like work experience. 


: ‘We know that within weeks 
of doing work experience they 
go on to secure permanent 
jobs.” 

Kingston’s figures reflect 
what ministers claim is the 
success of the Government’s 
“long-term economic plan” 
across the capital. 

Conservative Employment 
Minister Esther McVey said: 
“There are almost 200,000 
more people working in Lon¬ 
don than a year ago. 

“There are countless indi¬ 
vidual stories of people turn¬ 
ing their lives around.” 

However, Kingston Food- 
bank organisers predict they 
will provide a yet higher 
amount of emergency food 
this year - as many as 6,150 


packages - as the Kingston 
Guardian reported last 
month. 

Some recipients are in work. 

Organiser Paul Pickhaver 
said: “We have people who are 
professionals, not just in work 
but in what would be seen as a 
well-paying job. 

“Crisis can take all sorts of 
forms. 

“You can have a job and you 
can be working long hours, 
and still have a low income - 
there is a high cost of living.” 

Kingston Labour chairman 
Laurie South said: “Isn’t it in¬ 
teresting that yes, unemploy¬ 
ment is coming down - and 
taxation yield is coming 
down? How does that work? 
They are low-paid jobs.” 


Half of sibling groups in foster care are split up 


Half of sibling groups taken 
into foster care in Kingston 
last year were split up, a Free¬ 
dom of Information request 
has revealed. 

Of the four groups, com¬ 
prising 10 children, two were 
split, Kingston Council told 
the Action for Children 
charity. 

The charity said children 


who are separated from their 
siblings can feel upset, angry 
and abandoned. 

Chief executive Sir Tony 
Hawkhead said: “For many 
children, being taken into 
care can be a confusing and 
upsetting time. 

“Add the distress of being 
split up from your brother or 
sister into the mix and 


the impact will last a 
lifetime. 

“Nobody wants to separate 
brothers and sisters, but 
there simply aren’t enough 
foster carers who can look 
after siblings.” 

Sylvia Chew, Kingston 
Council’s director of chil¬ 
dren’s social care, said: “We 
will always place sibling 


groups together if possible. 

“Sometimes the needs of 
individual children will 
mean that it is not in their 
best interest to be placed 
together. 

“In such cases we ensure 
that siblings have regular 
contact with each other 
through face-to-face meeting, 
telephone, email and letters.”

Could Kingston become a hub for en¬ 
trepreneurial hopefuls? 

Council bosses and business leaders are 
clubbing together to try to bring more 
funding and supportive work environ¬ 
ments to the borough.

Opposition leader Councillor Liz Green 
said: “We had started discussions both 
with Kingston University and the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce about incubation. 

“I totally agree we need an innovation 
hub for start-up businesses. [Coun Davis] 
needs to continue my work on looking at 
funding from Government.”

KINGSTON & RICHMOND: Team saved taxpayers £3m 


Officers awarded for 
tackling sub-letting 



A fledgling team of officers at 
Kingston and Richmond councils 
has saved taxpayers more than 
£3m by stopping illegal subletting 
of social housing and preventing 
ineligible right-to-buy deals. 

The investigation team also won 
a silver award from the Institute of 
Revenues Rating and Valuation 
for tracking down tenants wrong¬ 
ly letting out rooms. The Audit 
Commission estimates each sub¬ 
letter foiled saves £18,000, while 
preventing an unsuitable right-to- 
buy deal saves £100,000. 

Michelle Purdy, Richmond 
Council’s housing investigation 
officer, said: “They are costing the 
taxpayer a lot of money. 

“We have got such big waiting 
lists that these people who have 
these social housing properties 
and are misusing them are pre¬ 
venting other people in genuine 
need from having social housing. 

“The person that has got the ten¬ 
ancy has moved out and is renting 
it on to somebody else for a lot 
more than the amount being 
charged by the housing provider.”

The group works with police in 
order to tackle antisocial be¬ 
haviour and other crime, often 
committed by the same people 
they are investigating. They are 
signed on to police warrants and, 
working together, both teams can 
get what they need from one visit. 

Council workers also gain the 
protection of police officers with 
body armour. 

Sergeant Paul Marshall, from 
Kingston police, said: “[Offenders] 
would be quite blatant in front of 
the council about the criminality. 

“For us, they weren’t too quick 


to hide evidence of subletting. 

“When we used to go along to¬ 
gether we would get both. It is just 
a more joined-up approach. We 
are targeting people who are com¬ 
mitting offences. It is not people 
who have fallen behind on rent.” 

Sgt Marshall said: “It is a bit of a 
culture change for the police be¬ 
cause we are involving people 
from the outset, rather than doing 
a lot of stuff ourselves and involv¬ 
ing them afterwards. It has taken a 
while because, especially from the 
police point of view, there is reluc¬ 
tance in sharing information.”

for committee chief

The chairman of Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee has ex¬ 
pressed disappointment after 
fellow Conservatives rejected his 
plans to allow councillors to vote 
on licensing policy in their own 
wards. 

Councillor Phil Doyle proposed 
allowing ward councillors to 
make decisions on licensing is¬ 
sues in their own wards, and for 
committee hearings to continue, 
despite one member not being 
present. 

He also suggested decisions 
could be given orally at the end of 
a meeting. 

But neither Conservative col¬ 
leagues nor Liberal Democrats 
supported the amendments at a

meeting earlier this month. 

Coun Doyle said: “It was disap¬ 
pointing because these were in 
the interest of people that make 


licensing applications.” 

He added there was a contra¬ 
diction with ward councillors 
being allowed to vote on applica¬ 
tions such as sex establishments 
and betting shops, but not alco¬ 
hol-related premises. 

Chrissie Hitchcock, ex-Lib Dem 
chairwoman of the licensing 
committee, said: “It is best that 
councillors who live outside the 
ward area sit on the licensing 
hearing. 

“When you think about it, a 
ward councillor is most likely to 
be put under pressure and might 
not be impartial.” 

Councillor Liz Green, leader of 
the Lib Dem opposition, said: “I 
think it was stupid to put them 
[the proposals] forward.” 

But council leader Kevin Davis 
said: “I think it is ridiculous that 
you can’t vote on something in 
your area.”

Gaza blockade cruel 


Your anonymous correspondent 
quibbles with the use of the term 
“siege” to describe Israel’s impo¬ 
sition of control over Gaza (Not a 
siege in Gaza, October 16). 

He or she prefers to describe the 
situation as a normal imposition 
of border controls. 

The facts of the matter are that 
Israel has imposed a blockade of 
Gaza, which has been condemned 
by the UN and every relevant 
human rights monitoring and aid 
agency, and led even David 
Cameron, a self-proclaimed friend 
of Israel, to describe Gaza as a 
prison camp. 

Numerous reports have detailed 
the impact of this blockade upon 
the health and wellbeing of the 
Palestinians living in Gaza, 50 per 
cent of whom are under 18. 

I would urge readers to visit the 
website of the UN organisation for 
the Commission of Humanitarian 
Affairs (Ocha), for details of this 
impact at ochaopt. org. 

Some key facts are that 57 per 
cent of Gaza households are food 
insecure and about 80 per cent are 
aid recipients. More than a third 
of those able and willing to work 
are unemployed - one of the 


highest unemployment rates in 
the world. 

Only a quarter of households re¬ 
ceive running water every day, for 
several hours only. 

Israel has not simply sought to 
control the entry of weapon-mak¬ 
ing material, but has exercised 
control over the entry and exit of 
any goods, including food and 
medical supplies, in what 
amounts to a collective punish¬ 
ment of an entire population. 

The reality of this policy was 
made clear in 2012 after an Israeli 
human rights group forced publi¬ 
cation of Israel’s so-called red 
lines document, the plans set out 
by the Ministry of Defence on how 
to operate the blockade. 

This showed Israel had calculat¬ 
ed the minimum number of calo¬ 
ries needed by Gaza’s 1.5m 
inhabitants to avoid malnutrition. 

Those figures were then trans¬ 
lated into truckloads of food Israel 
was supposed to allow in each day. 

This made concrete the previ¬ 
ously reported remarks of a key 
adviser to the Israeli prime minis¬ 
ter at the beginning of the block¬ 
ade that the plan was “not to 
starve the Palestinians, but to put 


them on a diet”. 

Israel has found reasons to re¬ 
duce deliveries below its own ac¬ 
cepted limit, leading to health 
agencies, including the Red 
Cross, to report a severe risk of 
malnutrition. 

The UN reported in 2012 that, 
unless the blockade was lifted, 
Gaza would be uninhabitable by 
2020. 

All of this was before Israel’s 
most recent assault, which, along¬ 
side the thousands of deaths, de¬ 
stroyed 18,000 homes and 
destroyed or damaged 118 schools 
and 67 hospitals and health 
clinics. 

Your correspondent may per¬ 
haps be right in saying this does 
not meet the legal definition of a 
siege. 

Their deeper point that people 
should not exercise concern about 
a policy that can only be described 
as extraordinarily cruel is only 
possible if one is prepared to put 
aside normal understanding of 
what constitutes acceptable inter¬ 
national conduct and behaviour.

As ward councillors, we would 
have been at the forefront of the 
campaign to save West Barnes li¬ 
brary, should there have been 
even the slightest hint from Mer¬ 
ton Council that it was to be re¬ 
placed with housing. 

Fortunately, this is not the 
case, as a recent letter to your 
newspaper makes clear (Com¬ 
mitted to more library space, 
September 25). 

Our local library is an impor¬ 
tant and much-valued communi¬ 
ty facility. 

The redevelopment provides an 
opportunity to secure the li¬ 
brary’s long-term future and pro¬ 
vide residents with improved 
services, including a community 


hall, public toilets and larger li¬ 
brary floor space. 

Should planning permission be 
granted, the existing library will, 
of course, have to close for a time 
during redevelopment of the site. 

It will, therefore, be crucial to 
ensure that this transition period 
is managed effectively by Merton 
Council and local users are not 
unnecessarily inconvenienced. 

We have been questioning 
council officers in detail about 
this and are assured that, as far 
as possible, normal library ser¬ 
vices will be provided in local 
locations. 

We understand that pop-up li¬ 
braries are planned for West 
Barnes during that period. 


Of course, this is still some way 
off yet. 

The important thing now is 
that residents are consulted 
throughout the process and their 
voices heard on the shape of 
their new library. 

We would, therefore, like to en¬ 
courage as many people as possi¬ 
ble to respond to the 
consultation, either on the coun¬ 
cil website merton.gov.uk or by 
filling out a questionnaire avail¬ 
able at West Barnes or any other 
Merton library before the Octo¬ 
ber 24 deadline.

Haves and have nots 

UK is a two tier society of those with and without property 


British house-hunters feel 
increasingly disenfranchised by 
the lack of affordable housing, 
according to new research. 

With only 134,460 new 
properties completed over a 
period of a year, there aren't 
enough new homes being built to 
meet demand, let alone tackle the 
backlog of years of 
underdevelopment. 

Gocompare.com Mortgages 
research shows that people take a 
dim-view of their prospects of 
getting onto the property ladder. 

The survey of 2,000 adults who 
are looking to buy a home found 
that: 

• 26 per cent feel that the UK is 
becoming a two-tier society of 
property haves and have nots 

• 23 per cent said 'I expect I will 
only be able to buy a home if I buy 
with someone else' 

• Though 18 per cent say that 
the government is responsible for 
the shortage of affordable homes, 


14 per cent think that buy-to-let 
landlords are to blame 

• 17 per cent don't think that 
they will ever own their own home 

• 12 per cent said that 'it angers 
me that I can't afford to buy a 
house in the neighbourhood 
where I grew up' 

• And 10 per cent think that the 
only way they'll end up owning a 
property is if they're left one in a 
will! 

It also appears that people 
could be forced to move around 
the country to put down roots. 

Over a quarter (29 per cent) of 
would-be homebuyers said that 
they'd have to stretch themselves 
financially or borrow money from 
friends or family to find 
properties in the areas where they 
want to live. 

As such a fifth (20 per cent) say 
that they have had to expand 
their search to towns and cities 
outside of their preferred area, 
while 14 per cent have come to 


the realisation that if they want to 
live in their chosen region they'll 
have to rent. And six per cent are 
so fed up that they have 
completely given up looking for a 



home to buy. 

Those surveyed said they would 
consider moving, on average, up 
to 26 miles away from their 
preferred location to find an 
affordable home. Over a fifth (21 
per cent) would expand their 
search to between 26 and 50 
miles, while five per cent would 
look for housing more than 101 
miles away. 

Matt Sanders, spokesperson for 
Gocompare.com Mortgages, said: 
"It's easy to see why people feel so 
frustrated with the UK's housing 
market. Not only are there not 
enough houses being built, but 
people face having to move away 
from their friends, families and 
hometowns if they want to buy a 
home of their own. 

"It's clear that the government 
needs to do more to help address 
the lack of affordable housing if 
people are to take part in that 
most British of pursuits - owning 
a home."

Helpful advice on buy-to-let 


iNew analysis by Direct Line for Business (DL4B) 
treveals that landlords in England are witnessing a 
booming rental market, with earnings from rental 
payments in excess of £32 billion per year 1&2 , or 
almost £2.7 billion per month. 

London landlords collect the largest proportion 
of privafe rental income in England at £14 
billion per year, more than the North East, East 
Midlands, West Midlands, Yorkshire and East 
Anglia combined. In total, 44 per cent of the 
entire country’s rent is paid in London. Outside 
the capital, Leeds pays the greatest amount of 
any city, with annual private rent totalling £565 
million, followed by Birmingham (£521 million) 
and Manchester (£401 million). 


The research reveals that London and the 
Home Counties dominate rental incomes, 
with the highest average rents sitting in Inner 
London (£19,596 per year or £1,633 per month). 
Elmbridge, Surrey, has the highest rents outside 
London, worth (£18,948 per year or £1,579 per 
month), followed by South Bucks, where monthly 
rental costs are £1,530 in the private sector. 

Despite this dominance, landlords outside of these 
regions can also make a healthy rental income. 
Many areas outside the London commuter belt 
can command high rental costs, for example 
Bath and North Somerset, and the Cotswolds 
both command annual rental incomes of more 
than £11,000 per year.

Phone danger 

The RAC is re-stating its call on the 
Government to raise awareness of 
the dangers of texting or taking a 
call at the wheel with a hand-held 
phone, as new figures show the 
number of accidents where a mobile 
phone contributed to the cause has 
risen by 21 per cent since 2010. 

The latest statistics from the 
Department for Transport analysing 
the contributing factors for 
accidents on the nation's roads in 
2013 show that overall there has 
been a 10 per cent decrease in 
incidents reported to the police 
from 2010 to 2013. 

However, the number of accidents 
where a mobile phone was being 
used by the driver has increased 
significantly by 21 per cent in the 
same period - 349 in 2010 to 422 in 
2013.
